The  Diversified  Occuiiations  course  is  designed  chiefly  to  serve  the  needs  of  those  hipj: 
school  students  who  wish  to  learn  trades  in  business  or  industry. 

Distributive  Education  proposes  to  train  students  who  are  interested  in  finding  places  in 
retailing-  and  in  related  fields. 

These  two  programs  are  alike  in  that  the  students  who  ai-e  enrolled  are  employed  3  hours, 
or  more,  per  day  by  commercial  and  industrial  establishments  cooperating  with  the  school.  A 
definite  i^lan  of  training  is  developed  for  each  student  which  includes  specific  training  in 
school.  On  the  job  these  students  acquire  skills  that  should  lead  to  full-time  employment 
after  high  school  graduation.

The  torch  is  symbol- 
ical of  the  group's  purpose  to  bear  forward 
the  searching  light  of  truth.  The  keystone 
bears  at  its  base  the  letters  S,  L,  C,  S,  which 
stand  for  the  four  cardinal  principles  of 
the  organization:  Scholarship,  Leadership, 
Character,  Service. 

Members,  chosen  from  the  junior  and  sen- 
ior classes,  are  selected  because  of  their  un- 
questionable character,  their  ability  to  lead, 
their  constant  willingness  to  render  service, 
and  their  high  rank  in  scholarship.  No  honoi' 
conferred  by  the  school  excels  that  represent- 
ed bv  the  Senior  National  Honor  Society.
